As  Finalists  In  Annual 
Grant  Contest 

The  finals  in  the  Heber  J.  Grant 
oratorical  contest  were  held  in 
Wednesday’s  devotional,  with  Jes- 
se W.  Grimes  of  Provo  taking  first 
place.  His  subject  was  “Christ,  the 
Guy  in  the  Stained  Glass  Window.” 
The  other  contestants  were  Milton 
Back,  of  Payson,  - speaking  on 
“Courage”,  and  Woodrow  Wash- 
burn, of  Provo,  whose  subject  was 
“Am  I My  Brother’s  Keeper.” 

Mr.  Grimes  opened  his  oration 
with  the  challange,  "What  has  been 
done  with  the  Jesus  we  call  Christ.” 
We  have  built  him  in  lofty  steeples, 
we  have  carved  him  in  blocks  of 
wood  and  marble,  we  have  painted 
him  in  “stained  glass  windows”  but 
we  forgot  to  carve  him  into  our 
own  souls,  and  into  the  souls  of 
those  who  do  not  know  him.'

Finals  for  the  Irvine  oratorical 
contest  will  be  held  in  the  Little 
theatre  Monday  at  8 p.  m.  Jesse 
W.  Grimes,  Woodrow  Washburn 
and  Dean  \Vhite  will  deliver  original 
orations  on  subjects  of  their  own 
choosing.  Judges  will  select  the 
winner  from  these  three. 

A one  act  play  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Professor  T.  Earl  Pardoe 
will  be  presented  in  addition  to  the 
orations. 

No  admission  •will  be  charged 
and  everyone  is  cordially  invited  to 
attend, -informs  Bill  Reader,  foren- 
sic manager. 

This  is  the  first  time  students 
have  been  allowed  to  choose  theii 
own  subjects.  Last  year’s  contest 
was  won  by  Merrill  E.  Wood  of 
Farmington,  Utah. 


Emphasizing  the  tremendous  cost 
of  the  World  war  and  recent  efforts 
toward  the  establishment  of  world 
peace,  Judge  George  S.  Ballif,  Pro- 
vo, delivered  an  address  on  “Steps 
Leading  up  to  International  Peace,” 
at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  In- 
ternational Relations  club  Monday. 

“One  very  essential  step  in  the 
establishment  of  world  peace,  is  tlie 
League  of  Nations.  There  has  been 
up  to  date  no  major  international 
decision  made  without  warfare,  but 
nations  must  be  educated  so  that 
they  will  permit  a world  tribunal 
to  decide  justice  between  nations,” 
declared  Judge  Ballif. 

“Contrary  to  common  opinion, 
the  League  of  Nations  has  accom- 
plished many  things.  The  covenant 
itself  has  practically  annihilated  se- 
cret treaties.  The  era, of  secret  dip- 
lomacy has  been  abolished,  and  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
world,  smaller  nations  have  been 
recognized,”  continued  the  speaker. 

Denouncing  the  profits  of  war, 
the  speaker  declared  that  not  until 
the  “price”  is  taken  from  war,  will 
there  be  peace.  The  American  Le- 
gion, an  organization  of  more  than 
a millian  men,  has  striven  for  the 
past  twelve  years  to  secure  passage 
of  a'  bill  to  take  the  profit  out  of 
war  by  giving  the  president  power 
to  “draft”  personal  property  during 
a crisis,  he  said. 

Judge  Ballif  expressed  a deep 
personal  interest  in  peace  due  to  the 
fact  that  he  participated 
World  war.

Noted  Pianist 

Gives  Concert 


Seventy  five  percent  of  the  ap- 
plicants for  teaching  positions  last 
year  were  placed,  according  to  re- 
cently completed  survey  conducted 
by  the  placement  bureau  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Edgar  M. 
Jensen. 

According  to  the  survey,  .there 
were  175  graduates  of  last  spring 
who  received  state  teaching  certifi- 
cates and  of  these  132  were  placed 
in  positions.  One  hundred  percent 
of  the  normal  graduates  received  po- 
sitions. 

Nineteen  more  calls  for  elemen- 
tary teachers  were  received  than 
could  be  filled,  according  to  Pro- 
fessor Jensen.  There  were  only 
twenty  normal  graduates.  Seventy 
per  cent  of  those  receiving  secon- 
dary certificates  were  placed. 


One  of  the  outstanding  musical 
events  of  this  season’s  arts  and  ly- 
ceum course  was  given  today  in 
College  hall  during  the  regular  as- 
sembly period.

Schubert’s  “Earlkonig”  was 
played  with  force  and  brilliance, 
the  performer  showing  great  de- 
velopment of  the  wrist  staccato 
which  is  one  of  the  most  difficult 
phases  of  piano  technique  to  de- 
velop. The  concluding  item  on  the 
program  was  Listzt’s  Sixth  Hun- 
garian Rhapsody.  Mr.  Burt  made 
this  number  one  of  the  outstanding 
offerings  of  his  recital  by  the  sheer 
excellence  of  his  virtuosoty.

Pre-Meds  Told 
To  Take  Exam 

All  prospective  medical  students 
of  B.Y.U.  for  1936  are  required  to 
take  a pre-medical  examination  to 
be  conducted  December  6 at  2 p.  m. 
iir  soom  270  Brimhall  building,  an- 
nounces Dr.  Vasco  M.  Tanner,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  examination. 

In  previous  years  students  have 
been  permitted  to  enter  medical 
colleges,  without  first  having  had  a 
standard  pre-medical  aptitude  test. 
But  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Medical  Colleges  at  Toronto, 
it  was  decided  that  this  examina- 
tion should  be  made  a standard 
prerequisite  for  entrance  into  any 
American  medical  institution.  Dr. 
Tanner  was  informed  in  a recent 
letter  from  the  Associated  Medical 
Colleges. 

For  the  past  five  or  six  years  a 
pre-medical  aptitude  test  has 
been  conducted  at  the  Y under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Tanner. 

Last  year  there  were,  ten  Y stu- 
dents who  took  the  test.  More  are 
expected  to  take  it  this  year.

Defeat  Jayvees 
9-0  Wednesday 

Soffe  Intercepts  Pass  and 
Scores  For  Frosh  in 
Thrilling  Game

Intercepting  a Junior  Varsity 
pass  on  his  own  20-yard  line  late  in 
the  last  quarter,  Ken  Soffe,  Frosh 
halfback,  ran  ^0  yards  to  a.  touch- 
down and  the  freshman  gridders 
won  the  game  Wednesday  9 to  0. 
The  interception  by  Soffe  ruined  a 
Jayvee  scoring  threat  and  clinched 
a victory  for  the  first  year  men. 

The  game  which  saw  the  pick 
the  Frosh  matched  against  the 
strong  varsity  reserves  was  hard 
fought  and  most  of  the  time  play 
was  in  midfield.  A blocked  punt  in 
the  first  quarter  gave  the  winners 
a two  point  lead  that  they  carefully 
protected  until  Soffe  scored  a 
touchdown. 

Neither  team  was  able  to  make 
much  headway  with  running  plays 
and  the  game  developed  into  a 
punting  duel.  Fumbles,  intercepted 
passes,  and  running  plays  provided 
thrills  in  the  game  that  saw  the 
Junior  Varsity  players  defeated  for 
the  first  time  this  season  in  the 
intra-murals  league. 

Heading  goalward  in  the  first 
period,  the  Frosh  were  stopped 
only  when  the  Jayvees  recovered  a 
fumble  on  their  own  4-year  line.  A 
long  pass  from  Roberts,  halfback, 
to  Murray,  end,  had  placed  the 
Freshman  in  a scoring  position,  but 
the  fumble  ruined  their  immediate 
chance  for  a touchdown.  The  fast 
charging  line  broke  through  and 
blocked  the  attempted  punt  and  the 
Frosh  had  a two  point  lead.

A pass 
to  the  right  side  was  intercepted 
by  the  brilliant  Soffe  who  galloped 
down  the  west  side-lines  and  out- 
ran his  pursuers. to  score.  He  then 
converted  to  make  the  score  9 to  0. 

The  play  of  the  Freshman  as  a 
whole  was  especially  encouraging 
and  all  of  these  gridders  are  going 
to  make  serious  bids  for  berths  on 
the  next  Cougar  eleven.  Fighting 
stubbornly,  the  Jayvees  played  good 
ball,  but  were  not  as  alert  as  tl>e 
first  year  men.  •
